1 
recommend that the Committee on Re- 
solutions endorse the plan in its resolu- 
tions. 

At the t onvention of the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf at Norfolk, Va., last 
July. Mr. Yciliu, of Colorado, President 
Association, proposed an Endow- 
ment Fund of the National Association 
of the Deaf. In his address he stated 
that he has written to Mr. Caraegi 
ing him to consider the proposed Kund, 
with a view of Mr. Carnegies contribut- 
ing a sum to the Fund. As Mr. Veditz 
stated in his address, he suggested to Mr. 
Carnegie the names of certain prominent 
deaf gentlemen take charge of the Fund 
and to direct the disbursement of it. Th* 
Fund Is tube used in a large measure to 
establish a lecture bureau, by which certain 
lecturers are to be scut throughout the 
country to give literary and technical cu- 
tertalnment to the adult deaf. It is not 
good policy to be raising two large funds 
at the same time. By giving inoi 
and Is'tter moans to the College, to re- 
lic firs' claim of the College for aid. 
we can expect I larger enrolTmo.it of 
students, and by these students uplifting 
of the deaf mnerallv will be cared for. 
two large Kiuiownient Funds cannot be 
gotten up, and besides the fact that 
the talent* should have the tlrst claim to 
encouragement through the College Then 
also the National Association Of the Deaf 
is not representative enough to insure the 
equal distribution of benefits. 

In connection with the Endowment 
Fund plan of the National Association of 
the Deaf, is the proposed a Federation of 
State Associations, This has been talked 
of many years, in fact is as old us thy 
National Association of the Deaf itself. 
Its aim is to make the National A- 

tion of the Deal more representative, the

One of the greatest factors in the 
tip-lift of the world is harmony.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.I),, by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 14«Uh Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, aud is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as nbove 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to Ihe church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. GailaudOt 
hoped dining his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
ttie deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along tin* street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be nsed tor tbe social, re- 
ligious aud industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Ths 
amount required for "The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a Conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitiiy endorse the memorial.
